ST. ALOYSIUS WINS ITS $100,000 FUND. 

“St. Aloysius Roman Catholic church early this morning . 
successfully closed its ten-day one-hundred-thousand-dollar cam- 
paign for the ereetion ofa girls’ parochial school. The exact - 
amount in the hands of the bankers when the campaign closed 
was $100,001.33, but many of the thirty team captains said that 
they knew of a number of additional amounts which would come 
in during the next two or three weeks which would send the fund 
beyond this amount. 

“When the announcement was made shortly after midnight 
that the goal had been passed, even by a narrow margin, nothing 
could stop the celebrations of the campaigners and a thousand or 
more of their guests who crowded Gonzaga Hall. For more than 
two hours they kept up a continual din with horns, rattles, cow- 
bells and other noisemaking instruments, Every one was tied 
in with yards of paper ribbons, and the carnival spirit prevailed 
The campaigners absolutely refused to obey the hammering of 
the gavel. 

“The captains of the teams early in the evening were re- 
quired to make secret reports. When totalled it was found that 
the fund was a little less than $6,000 short. Charlies Jerome 
Sheffield, director of the campaign, said that the amount would 
be raised in the hall. Starting it with a contributions of $1,000, 
he called for more contributors. There were a number of $100 
and a steady stream of $25 and $10, until the goal was passed 

“Mr. Sheffield pointed out that a review of the list of con 
tributers showed that eighty-five per cent of the entire amount 
had been contributed by members of St. Aloysius parish.” 


Editorially, The Star made this comment: 

“An example of effective concentrated effort in the raising 
of funds has just been afforded in this city in the case of the St 
Aloysius church school for girls, the complete cost of which has 
been provided in a ten-day campaign by members of that parish 
The sum of $100,000 was needed. Teams were organized and 
started to work after coaching in methods of addrsas and per- 
suasion. Originally the time limit was eight days, but it was 
found necessary, in the middle of the campaign, to extend it two 
days. Last night the last dollar of the fund was subscribed,’ 
within the ten-day period
